“The doctrine of self-determina- 
tion,” states Dr. Hawkins, “widely 
proclaimed since the World War, has 
been fruitful of nothing but strife and 
turmoil in many parts of the earth, It 
has drenched Ireland in blood and 
stirred bitterness and strife, It is a 
doctrine which sounds well when pro- 
claimed by idealists and political 
dreamers, but, except in rare cases, is 
faise in principle aud impossible in 
practice, 

“There ts one principle greater than 
the principle of self-determination, 
namely, the law of national self- 
preservation and safety. The first 
and unalterable right of every nation 
is the right to preserve itself, We 


fought for this principle in the days | 


of the Civil! War. The South pro- 
claimed the right of self-determina- 
tion, Lincoln proclaimed the fact 
that there was a law greater than the 
right of a section of a country to self- 
determination, oamely, the right 
of a nation to maintain itself, one 
and undivided. That war determined 
forever for the United States the 
principle that no section of this coun- 
try should have the right to deter- 
mine what its government should be, 
or what its institutions should be, so 
long as its desires conflicted with the 
rights of the whole nation.
